1. At the request of the Assistant Director for Collection 
and Dissemination (Ref, a), the IAC agencies surveyed their 
respective organizations to determine whether the methods of FDD 
exploitation of scientific periodicals was satisfactory as pub- 
lished in "Periodical Abstracts," and whether changes or addi- 
tional methods were desired. The answers of the Agencies 
disclose that: 


Department of the Army desires an unchanged continuation 
of this exploitation with emphasis on certain scientific 
fields of interest. (Ref. b) 


Department of the Navy desires continued exploitation 
by FDD with greater capacity to handle a larger volume of 
specific requests for searches and translations. (Ref. c) 


Department of State has no unit concerned with scientific 
and technical intelligence, but would like to see FDD pro- 
duction made available to US industry and research. (Ref. a) 


Atomic Energy Commission finds the present method of 
reporting satisfactory. (Ref. e) 


Department of the Air Force desires unchanged continuation 
of "Periodical Abstracts" and outlines its priority subject 
fields. (Ref. f) 
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2. Conclusions 
The conclusions are that: 


a. “Periodical Abstracts" are needed by the IAC agencies 
excepting the Department of State and should be continued. 


b. No changes in the format or methods of exploitation 
should be made. 25X1A
